The Morse Code Decision - some factors worth considering

Introduction 


Following the revisions to the international radio regulations at the recent 
World Radio Conference, it now seems almost inevitable that most countries 
will decide to drop Morse code testing for access to the HF bands. Some of 
the reasons why attitudes are changing are explained in the background 
section below. 


What should we do in Canada? The decision to change our examination 
requirements in Canada is for the government regulator Industry Canada to 
make. To help Industry Canada decide, we are each being asked to express our 
views on the retention or discontinuation of Morse code as a proficiency 
requirement for HF operation in Canada. 


We are a sovereign country, and can decide whatever we want in terms of 
qualifications of our Radio Amateurs, but we do have to live in the world 
amateur radio community, and we ignore the actions of other countries at our 
peril. Opinions on the subject can be quite emotional, so before we jump to 

a quick decision, let's look at some of the possible consequences of changing 
the testing requirements here in Canada. 


And, let's not forget that we are talking about regulations, not an operating 
mode.

Most of the spam probably doesn't come from yahoo. Normally, the 

headers are forged. You can tell by looking at the header. You need to 
set your email client to show full headers. As you look at the header, 
look for a number in the form xxx.xxx.xxx.xxx. This is an IP number. 
Get the originators IP number and put it into "whois" on one of the 
internet registry sites such as www.arin.net for US. If it was sent 
from another country, arin.net will link you to the other registrys in 
different parts of the world. 


Once you figure out where the spam was actually sent from, you 

can then forward the email with headers intact, 'UCE' (unsolicited 
commercial email) in the header, to the site administrator, with no 
further comments. The site admins don't like having their system 
hijacked any more than you like getting the spam, so they are usually 
most willing to help and some will send an email back thanking you. 


It takes a little work, but I think it results in less spam. I have 

2 email accounts on the same ISP. I send spam complaints from one, but 
not from the other just to see if it makes a difference. It helps a bit 
but I still get some stuff.

What is interesting is the stuff above the actual message header. When your 
mail came, it looked something like:

The Received paragraph right above the message header is the one from the 
first mail server that handled the message, so it's the most interesting. 
Apparently, you are using your ISP's mail server (the normal situation). It 
shows your IP incorrectly, however. Evidently, your ISP masquerades IPs, so 
although your ISP appears to be gpfn.ca, this header doesn't give a lot of 
assurance that it's really the case. Addresses beginning with 10. are one 
of a few groups of addresses that aren't allowed to go across the Internet, 
and so cannot be resolved to an actual host name. (However, perhaps you are 
running your own mail server, and the 10. address is local to your home 
network) . 


Now Lehigh got your message from gpfn.ca, so there's a good bet that gpfn.ca 
owned the first mail server to get this message, so one piece of comforting 
evidence. Looking up 198.169.198.4 gives me the same answer as Lehigh got, 
so that is some more evidence that it's genuine. Also, 10.190.63.4 is an 
address that won't go across the Internet unless something is misconfigured 
along the way, so it's a pretty reasonable bet, but no real guarantee, that 
the message originated within gpfn.ca. A hacker, taking advantage of a 
misconfigured router somewhere, could have forged the message headers, then 
used the misconfigured router to send it to the "right" mail server. Hackers 
can sometimes manipulate the configuration of a router, but this is a pretty 
blatant misconfiguration, so it would be hard to get away with this one. If 
the mail server were also poorly configured (a pretty common occurrence) 
then it would merrily pass along the message and it would look a lot like it 
came from you. 


It would be more common for the 10.169.198.4 to actually be a valid address, 
in which case these headers would give you a lot more assurance of where the 
message originated. It's just the luck of the draw that your ISP happens to 
hide this bit of data. As the Internet address space gets more crowded, 
this sort of IP masquerading is becoming more common, especially among 
broadband providers.
